Wagon Hit by Coal 
Truck Near Hampton 


A 12-year-old boy, said to be the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Foster (Jnest, near Round Hill. East Rerlin, R. 
2, died at 3 o'clock this afternoon in the Han­ 
over General hospital of injuries he received when 
the wagon he was driving was struck by a coal truck 
about 2:30 o’clock this afternoon. 
The accident oc­ 
curred on the Hanover-Carlisle road about a mile 
north of Hampton. 


The boy's skull was fractured and he suffered 
other injuries. 
R. Johnson, York Springs, took the dying child 
and Paul E. Lloyd, Bridgton, York county, to 
Hanover. Bridgton was the driver of the truck that 
struck the wagon. 


Highway patrolmen were notified and began an 
investigation. 
This is the fourth fatal accident in the county 
within one week.

The Pennsylvania Motor Code makes it compulsory that 
all motor vehicles be inspected as to condition of brakes, 
lights and equipment which affect the safety of motor tra f­ 
fic. There are two inspection periods in each year. Motor 
vehicles not equipped with “approval” stickers are barred 
from the highways in the three month intervals between 
the inspection periods. Owners of uninspected vehicles are 
subject to a fine of $10 and costs or five days in jail, in de­ 
fault. 
Certain garages have been designated by the state 
to inspect cars according to the law—go to one today and 
have your car inspected—get your sticker.
